Number  of  books  in  Library,  about  425,  which  are  equally 
divided  among  the  three  villag-es.  Number  of  books  received  from 
the  State,  115.  Donations  of  books  have  been  received  from  Wil- 
son Britton's  estate,  Clarence  Stockwell,  E.  W.  Billings,  Lucy 
Temple,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  B.  Watriss,  H.  G.  Rugg,  D.  F.  Rugg-, 
W.  M.  Penniman,  F.  L.  Carpenter,  George  Hoyt,  Mrs.  A.  N. 
English,  Mary  Phelps,  Rev.  Allen  Hazen,  Mary  Hazen  and  B.  P. 
Ruggles.  One  hundred  and  two  books  have  been  purchased  with 
money  contriDuted  by  the  schools.  Two  old  libraries— one  be- 
longing to  the  town,  the  other  to  private  individuals — have  been 
added  to  the  list.
